Texas Conditions. 

“When I speak of agricultural 
conditions of my people I speak of 
Texas only for I do not wish to 
bore you with statistics which I 
might state incorrectly. In our state 
last year were 6,000,000 head of cat- 
tle and 4,000,000 bales of cotton and 
at prices which were quoted a year 
ago they represent tremendous 
wealth. No men are in worse con- 
dition than the Texas cow man and 
other producers in my state. When 
the banks shut down on his loans, 
not because they wanted to, but be- 
cause they must or face bankruptcy, 
we realized, our neighbors and our- 
gelves, that until the devastated 
countries of Europe had been reha- 
bilitated there could be no prosper- 
ity at home. 

“The tuglish pound, I see by the 
newspapers is now regaining its 
pre-war value. But is cotton quoted 
at a price which it can be profit- 
ably raised? No! And it is be- 
cause of this abominable tartff in 
Texas and the south. I shall not 
waste your time nor my energies 
upon discussing an imaginary’ line 
between the republican and demo- 
cratic parties, hat I have to say 
is that the man who produces has 
as much right to gain as the man 
who manufactures. The woolen in- 
dustry is prostrate—I almost said 
destroyed, which would not be far 
wrong.

Those who as a result 
of that election, are to be charged 
with the responsibility of admin- 
istering national affairs will ad- 
minister them in that spiry. They 
will adopt that policy and apply it 
to all the nation. 
' American Interests. 

“Out of our unitéd effort in the 
great war came the abiding recog- 
niton of our common interests and 
the inspiring consciousness of our 
nationality. It was as Americans 


that we tought on tne battlefields 
of Europe for American ideals of 
righteousness and justice. It must 
be as Americans that we face the 
problems of our nation and seek 
their fair and just solution.

The end of the war came abruptly 
the demand for our products de- 
clined, competition from abroad 
gradually returned, our products 
piled up on our hands, prices de- 
clined and unemployment spread. 

“This is the situation which con- 
fronts us today. Our agricultursts, 
our miners, our manufacturers find 
stocks acc'tmulating and prices de- 
clining. We have passed through 
a period of deflation which was as 
inevitable as the rising and the set- 
ting of the sun. That deflation has 
nearly run its course, is becoming 
more apparent day by day. The 
turn has come and we Shall soon be 
upon the up-grade once more. How 
substantial and permanent the re- 
vival of business shall become will 
depend upon our own plans and 
policies and the progress of other 
countries toward stability and re- 
cuperation. The threatening clouds 
of revolution which overhung Eu 
rope for a year and more after the 
armistice are receding.

Editor Constitution: Some cotton 
farmers of the south are talking of 
using cotton seed as a fertilizer in 
view of the fact that seed are not 
bringing a good price. 

It would be a mistake to use cot- 
ton seed as a fertilizer for two 
reasons: First, the south would. be 
deprived of a great wealth-produc- 
ing substance—cotton seed oll: and 
second, cotton seed are not the best 
form of fertilizer to apply. 


On the first point, while it is un- 
fortunate that the vegetable oil 
market is off and the oll miller 
cannot offer what the seed are 
really worth, it is better to accept 
what the miller can afford to give 
than allow the oil to be destroyed 
hen it is needed so much, especi- 
ally in starving Europe. 

To use cotton seed as a fertilizer 
is to throw away the oil of the 


seed, for oi] is not plant food; in 


tard plant growth. 

Catton seed contain. plant food, 
but when the seed are applied it is 
not possible to scatter it so as to 


fe.d the crop properly. It puts the 
Plant food on the land in lumps as 
represented by the seed. 


It takes the seed a long time to 
decay and become plant food. In 
fact, no great amount of the plant 
food in cotton seed is ever actually 
used by the crop. As evidence of 
this, we cite Farmers’ Bulletin No. 
286 of the United States department 
of agriculture, page 8, from which 
we quote: 

„The seeds are incased in hills which

It is a commentary on the times 
that the athletic directors of pre- 

atory and high schools of At- 
anta have deemed. it necessary for 
the | de sport to get together 
and form eligibility rules in order to 
maintain a fair standard of inter- 
scholastic athletics. 

The movement is simply the re- 
sult of contagion. The high schools 
have caught the athletic spirit of 
most of our southern colleges, 
which in plain English reads some- 
thing like this, Win cleanly if you 
can, but win.” Athletic authorities 
of the institutions of higher learn- 
ing have spent sleepless weeks and 
tons of energy in drawing and 
adopting legislation to prevent im- 


tests, but these same authorities 
have as a fule smiled beningly on 
the spirit of the evil that they pre- 
tended, honestly, too, that they were 
trying to crush. 

Of course, the south is no worse 
off in this respect than any other 
section of the country. The south 
is trying just as mard as any other 
section to have its amateur sports 
As clean as a whistle, but neither 
in the south, the north, thé east or 
the west have the authorities 
grasped for a second the thought 
that all their legislation must be as 
futile as the flying attempts of a 
hippopotamus until they conduct an 
educational campaign among their 
athletes, their students’ and their 
alumni, that intercollegiate athletic 
games are played for the fund that 
games afford, for the physical im- 
provement of the students that 
they encourage, and that there is 
small honor to a college that wins 
a ehampionship through the means 
of athletes recruited clandestinely 
and by chicanery like ey. were 
being employed to break a strike 
or à bank vault. 

It is very likely a keen necessity 
for the Atlanta preps to adopt strin- 
gent eligibility rules, but it would 
be well for those athletic advisors 
aiso to consider the feasibility of 
abandoning a lot of cut-throat com- 
petition that has taken athletics 
from the field of sport and brought 
it dangerously near the borders of 
illegal commercialism.

The promoter simply 
wires to Curley and asks not only 
for the services of the star but 
asks what hick can be used against 
him to the greatest advantage in 
getting the public’s money.

Birmingham showed an in- 
cresae in wholesale shoe sales of 
26.2 per cent over December, 1919, 
other reporting points showing de

December collections are almost 
universally reported slow and in 
some cases very unsatisfactory. A 
majority of reports in all four fines 
indicate extremely cautious buying 
on the part of both wholesalers and 
retailers, while sume firms report 
no buying being done. 

Wholesale prices are expected to 
go lower in hardware; opinion is di- 
vided in dry goods, about 50 per 
cent of our reports indicating the 
botton has been reached, while 
others still look for lower plrees. 
{n groceries it is the opinion many 
articles have reached the bottom, 
while others are expected to experi- 
ence further reductions. There 
is indication that wholesale prices 
of shoes are to go somewhat low- 
er than at present, though factories 
claim prices at present are ex- 
tremely low. 

Since the turn of the year, many 
wholesale firms have sent thelr men 
out on the road, and some report a 
satisfactory volume of business. 

Agriculture. 

While the tabulation of the bu- 
reau of crop estimates shows the 
total production for the United 
States to be 1,566,237 bales more 
than the crop of 1919, and more 
than half a million bales over the 
five year averages, 1914-1918, it will 
be noted that the states comprising 
the Sixth Federal Reserve distri 
produced 304,298 bales less in 192 
than in 1919, and 1,258,707 bales less 
than the five-year average for those 
states. Available figures also show 
that the total acreage for these 
states, planted to cotton in 1920 wes 
less than in 1919. 


The 1920 cotton crop has, with 
out doubt, been the most expensive 
crop ever produced. The yield per 
acre was lower in 1920 than the pre- 
vious year. The excessive cost of 
production, in much of the cotton 
territory, is not due more to the 
increased cost of labor. fertilizers, 
feeds and implements, than to ad- 
verse weather conditions which 
greatly increased the amount of 
work necessary to keep out weeds 
and combat weevils.

Labor. 


The closing down of various man- 
ufactories, mines and mills has 
added considerably to the number 
of workers now unemployed. In 
addition to the Strike of union mine 
workers in the Birmingham district, 
a large number of the blast furnaces 
and some mines have closed down 
entirely and others are operating 
only two to four days a week. Fer- 
tilizer factories and cotton and pea- 
nut oi] mills are also practically 
closed down or operating on great- 
ly curtailed bases. The greatest 
number of unemployed are un- 
skilled. 

A large proportion of the south- 
ern pine mills are either running 
on short time or are shut down al- 
together. It is probable the pro- 
duction for December was not much 
in excess of 40 per cent of normal. 
There is now some surplus of saw 
mill labor, and such unemployment 
as would be expected with mills 
running on short time or shut down. 

While there has been no mate- 
rial expansion in the actual volume 
of business, a number of important 
buyers are quietly taking steps to 
procure a portion of their require- 
ments at the low prices now pre- 
vailing. The unwillingness of many 
manufacturers to dispose of their 
lumber at current prices serves to 
limit to some extent the volume of 
business. There has lately been a 
steady increase in the number of 
inquiries from both distributing and 
consuming circles. Railroad demand 
is slowly developing, and retailers 
are showing more interest in the 
market.

Of Atlanta Agent 


Plennie Miner, Aided by 
Joyce, Speeds Memphis 
Prisoners to City. 


Plennie Miner, special investiga- 


tor for Solicitor General John A. 
Boykin, and . J. Joyce, of the 
Memphis detective force, reached 
Atlanta Thursday afternoon with 
the three men alleged to have been 
operators of the big Atlanta “con- 
fidence” ring, who sought to evade 
extraditig¢n to Georgia by taking 
out writs of habeas corpus. They 
were locked in the Fulton county 
jail under warants charging lar- 
ceny after trust and were held un- 
der $25,000 bond. 

he suspects are A. H. Grant, 
alias J. H. Grant, alias Walter 
Chambers; A. L. Moore, alias George 
W. Williams, and Frank L. Doug- 
las, allas William Fletcher, alias 
William E. Siperly, alias “Canadian” 
Wiille, Three others arrested with 
these men in a raid by Memphis 
authorities were rushed out of Ten- 
nessee before restraining writs 
could be served. 

A sigh of relief was breathed 
by Special Agent Miner when he 
rolled under the shed at the Ter- 
minal station and delivered his 
prisoners over to the jai] authori- 
ties, for, to use the officer’s own 
language, it was one of the “most 
troublesome experiences” he has 
rever had in trying to extradite pris- 
oners.

Soperton, Ga. January 27.— (Spe;

Applied for Insurance. 


The first witness called was C.

Witness 
said he told Davis $5,800 was all he 
would write, due to the financial 
condition of Hall, but the company 
turned down the application.

At this junc 
ture court adjourned for noon re- 
cess. 
Hall did not live on the farm of 
Davis at the time of his death, but 
had moved away soon after Davis 
took out insurance on him, and was 
then living near Kite, Ga. Davis 
is said to have sent for Hall to come 
and go to work with him again the 
day before the latter’s death. 


Took Policies on Hall. 


When court reconvened at 1:30 
p. m. the first witness was Green 
Yarne, agent for a New York life 
insurance company, who testified to 
the fact that Davis and Hall came to 
him at Hagan. Ga., and made ap- 
plication for 35, 000 life insurance 
on the life of Hall * Ante to Davis. 
Ben W. Crum Macon, former 
state agent 3 a. southern life 
insurance company. was called as 


the next witness and identified two 
35.000 policies on the life of Hall, 
payable to Davis, with the double 
indemnity feature issued by that 
company. 

The next witness was W. T. Crow, 
cashier of the Bank of Norristown, 
and the state is thought to have 
scored on his evidence. He identi- 
fied the policies and swore that Da- 
vis paid the premiums, and that 
Davis told him he wanted the in- 
surance as a protection Aas Hall 
owed him. He swore the first $5.- 
000 policy was taken out February 
17, 1920, and the second on March 
13. He also swore between the time 
the first policy and the month of 
May, 1920, Hall and Davis came 
into the bank and Hall made notes 
to the amount of $25,000 payable 
to Davis, but none showed consid- 
eration. 

Renewal of Notes. 

Crow swore, on cross-examina- 
tion, that part of these notes were 
taken in renewal of former notes, 
but on redirect examination he 
swore that none of the $25,000 was 
non-renewal. He also said that the 
bank turned these notes and the in- 
surance policies over to Colonel A. 
S. Bradley. one of the attorney’s 
for the defenge Crow said he 
would not loan Hall any money on 
unsecured paper, and that he had 
never seen nor heard of any one

on April 23, and the tax auestion again 
anbmitted and it again failed. The recie 
tration for the March election was approx- 
imately 13.500: the registration for the April 
election was approximately 14.000, which 
registrations were, at least, fair averaze 
revistrations of the voters of the city. 

In 1920, wih the basis of assessment re- 
maining at 70 per cent, the values were sab 
stantially increased and an emerrency tar 
of three-eighths of one per cent was levied. 

In 1921 the asseeementse have been ayain 
increased so that $30.000.000 have been add- 
ed to the tax values, and in addition there- 
to. the emergency tax of 45 of 1 per cent 
has been levied: 80, in this manner, the 
taxmayers are called on to stand both a very 
vreat increase in assessment and a very 
large merease in rate, the rate for ordinary 
and extraordinary tax being for 1921 $1.70 
for the city alone. When this is added to 
it will make 
the combined asssesments extremely heavy. 


Burden on Renter. 


These tax burdens fall, not only A the 
owners of real estate and of texabie prop- 
erty, but in the last analysis} upon the 
renter, for the cost of maintaining real es- 
tate is reflected in the rent. 

The excuse for levying the tax is that the 
public schoole are in need of additional 
money: the money to be thus raised is to 
be spent largely for permanent buildings 
and improvements which do not in any sense 
constitute the contemplation of the charter 
as an emergency, for it is there pravided 
that no special tax shall be levied and 
collected for school purposes in aaid city.“
